BERLIN 'I P I ' —Soviet fighter 
aircraft in seven separate inci­ 
dents Wednesday circled Western 
Allied planes flying to Berlin The 
Western planes were defying a 
Russian threat to reserve the vital 
airlanes for Soviet use by jam­ 
ming them with military aircraft 
Western officials took a serious 
view of the Russian harassment 
Their apprehension was increased 
bv another Russian demand Wed­ 
nesday night that Western air­ 
craft again keep above 7.500 feet 
Thursday in one of the three 20- 
mile air corridors to Berlin over 
East Germany. The new demand 
was rejected by the West. 
Among the seven Western air- I 
craft ‘‘looked over" Wednesday by 
the Soviet fighters was a Royal 
Air Force two-engine Pembroke 
transport carrying British Ambas­ 
sador Sir Christopher Steel to 
Berlin.

CAPE CANAVERAL (U PI) - 
Astronaut John H Glenn's orbital 
flight was reset late Wednesday 
for sometime after 7:30 a rn EST, 
Thursday — but stormy Atlantic 
weather gave him less than a 
50-50 chance of taking off on the 
round-the-world mission. 
The space trip was threatened 
by bad weather in the recovery 
zones where Glenn would splash 
down after completing his flight. 
It was particularly bad in the 
area where he would land after 
one orbit. The space agency said 
a new storm threatened to make 
it worse. 
At a 5 pm . EST. briefing, the

WASHINGTON ( U P I ' - Con­ 
gress can't seem to decide wheth­ 
er President Kennedy’s civil de­ 
fense shelter program is too big 
or too little. Either way. the pro­ 
gram is in trouble. 
The lawmakers 
have be en 
sharply divided about civil, de­ 
fense since way back when the 
plan was to sound the sirens and 
get out of town. 
With the advent of missiles, 
that plan has long since been 
abandoned, and what the law­ 
makers are pondering now is 
whether the people ought to get 
ready to go underground. 
Kennedy says they should, and 
he wants $450 million to get the 
digging started. His plan is for 
the federal government to put up 
about BO per cent of the cost of 
including fallout shelter space for 
20 million persons in such com­ 
munity buildings as schools, hos­ 
pitals and libraries. 
Other proposed civil defense ef­ 
forts. including addition of shelter 
apace to old and new federal 
buildings, run the President's to­ 
tal civil defense money request 
for next year to $695 million 
Hearings on what he proposes 
to do with the money start Mon­ 
day before a House government 
operations subcommittee that al­ 
ready is on record with the con­ 
clusion that the request is not 
only too late but too little 
This subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. 
Chet 
Holifield, 
D - Calif, 
more than five years ago decid­ 
ed that the hydrogen bomb 
made a mass shelter program 
an urgent and essential part of 
National Defense 
And it wasn't talking a b o u t 
just adding shelter space, for a 
part of the population, to build­ 
ings already planned for o t h e r 
uses. It proposed to build mass 
shelters, for just about everybody 
but those in the most remote 
areas, and to spend perhaps $20 
billion to get the job done in four 
or five years. 
Holifield. whose views on th e 
urgency of this proposal stem in 
part from the fact he also is 
chairman of the joint House-Sen- 
ate Committee on Atomic Ener­ 
gy, so far is withholding direct 
comment on the President s plan 
However, on Jan 31. after the 
proposal had been generally out­ 
lined. he told the American Man­ 
agement Association 
“ This ad­ 
ministration is edging rather gin­ 
gerly into a civil defense pro­ 
gram. In my view the adminis­ 
tration is much too cautious The 
c i v i l 
defense 
bite 
is 
too 
small. The chewing process is too 
flow. 
The 
Holifield 
subcommittee 
does not oppose such dual pur­ 
pose shelters as those now recom­ 
mended by the administration 
However, it has said this does not 
go far enough. In its formal re­ 
ports it has proposed to build, 
where needed, underground struc­ 
tures 
specifically 
designed 
as 
mass shelters against fallout and 
providing some protection a l s o 
against heat and blast 
On the other side of the strug­ 
gle, has been, and is. arrayed a 
House appropriations subcommit­ 
tee headed by Rep Albert Thom­ 
as, D-Tex. Thomas’ subcommit­ 
tee over a period of seven years 
recommended heavy cuts in civil 
defense requests totalling $700 
million, and House and Senate by 
and large followed its lead, pro­ 
viding in this period a total of 
only $417 million 
Shelter construction, except for 
experimental and demonstration 
purposes, 
has 
been 
regularly 
ruled out by the Thomas subcom­ 
mittee. As late as last June, the 
House was supporting Thomas’ 
decision to bar use of federal 
funds to put fallout shelters in ex­ 
isting federal buildings in 29 cit­ 
ies. 
Shortly thereafter, Kennedy ar­ 
ranged to bypass the Thomas 
subcommittee, putting civil de­ 
fense in the Pentagon and its 
money requests in the popular 
appropriation bill for Army. Navy 
and Air Force. This worked, to 
the extent of $207 million, to cov­ 
er not only shelters in new and 
old federal buildings but also to 
finance a survey of potential shel­ 
ter space in existing buildings for 
.V) million Americans 


Now, Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Clarence Cannon has 
put civil defense spending back 
under Thomas, whose subcommit­ 
tee already is meeting behind 
closed doors on less controversial 
parts of the program. 
Thomas is keeping his own 
counsel. 
S o m e 
subcommittee 
sources say the climate for civil 
defense this year is a little bit 
better. They think Thomas may 
take the lead.this time in giving 
Kennedy at least a part of the 
shelter money he wants.

Government And 
The Constitution 


David Lawrence, in his column today, quite 
rightly takes exception to the growing central­ 
ization of power in the Executive Branch of the 
federal government, and to President Ken­ 
nedy's efforts to accelerate this movement by 
adding a few new wrinkles of his own. 
Growing power of the central government, 
even when a need for federal action has been 
demonstrated, always will be viewed with con­ 
cern by those who are interested in (I.) pre­ 
serving our traditional and constitutional system 
of checks and balances, and (2.) keeping the 
federal government from choking itself with its 
own unwieldy bigness. 
As a matter of Constitutional principle. 
Americans should always be skeptical when it 
is proposed that the government interest itself 
in a new area of our lives. Small businessmen, 
particularly, have learned in the hardest way 
the 
cost 
of 
government 
regulation 
which 
amounts to interference. Yet there are cases 
where a specific job that most of us consider 
important is not going to be done unless the 
federal government does it 
And in such cases 
we have no choice but to let the government 
do it, thereby risking a precedent and opening 
up the way for a whole new proliferation of 
government agencies—and regulations. This is 
called progress. 
Increased centralization of governmental 
power in any one branch is sim ilarly to be 
feared, for its costs as well as for its dangers. 
This is why such proposals as the President s 
request for tariff and tax regulating powers 
should be carefully examined, not only in the 
light of practical application, but ,n the light 
of the Constitution itself, before we make any 
such important changes.

This is a very complex matter, first because th e m 
President is himself a Roman Catholic and second­ 
ly because many oppose federal participation in 
education altogether. 


There may be some who object to the President * 
position on tariffs. This is a matter that must be dis­ 
cussed in Congress and it is impossible to assume oilier 
than a partisan position on the question, based upon 
self-interest. For instance, whereas I can accept most 
of President Kennedy's program. I cannot at all go 
along with him on the tariff question and what is 
more, the labor and liberal groups who basically sup­ 
port him, will increasingly oppose him on the tariff 
question. 
In our system, a President cannot be re­ 
garded as altogether unfit unless his broad attitude 
toward the American system is antagonistic. 
For instance, it was impossible to be neutral about 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He attempted to introduce a 
novel and different social and political system in the 
United States, offensive to American traditionalism. 
Many people favored RooseveK’s approach to public 
problems. Many opposed him. He has been dead too 
long for anyone to take a personal view of the Roose­ 
velt policy. 
On the other hand. John Kennedy is ji^t starting 
and it is not necessary to love or to hate rum. It is 
much wiser to see what he can do with the exceed­ 
ingly complex situation that he has to handle. 
Those who expect President Kennedy to achieve 
perfection immediately are generally among those who 
voted against him. Those who favored him, recognize 
that the President is a competent administrator who 
is building a doctrine of government which may give 
to younger people a program of government for their 
generation. This will result in a very’ interesting intel­ 
lectual struggle between conservatives and liberals. 


In the course of the next few years. American 


youth because they are dissatisfied with the radical­ 
ism of the 1930s and 1940s must seek a new doc­ 
trine. 
TTm* Extreme Right really have no leader- 


•hip and no program, and therefore cannot he taken 
too seriously.

The young people who are seeking a Rightist 
leadership find the Extremists distressing because they 
represent no ideals. 
The Extremists only represent 
actions, but action is insufficient if it is not based upon 
ideals and aspirations. 
Robert Kennedy is an idealist 
who affords the on-coming generations a principle of 
life for which it is encouraging to fight. That is what 
is needed in the United States for the next generation 
and it does not matter about the name of the person­ 
ality so long as we are able to find a force and a 
leadership.

! attack, so he opened a trump, 
j Declarer drew a second round 
of spades and saw that the 
success of the contract hinged 
j on finding East with either the 


ace of clubs or the king of dia- 
| monds, for one discard could 
be obtained from dummy on 
the fourth round of hearts. 
The only trouble appeared to 
be that declarer must guess 
which suit to lead. If he played 


! a club from dummy and tho 
I ace was "offside,” the defend* 
J era could cash two tricks in the 
suit. Similarly if he took the 
diamond finesse and it lost, a 
I club return would net an addi­ 
tional trick. After flipping a 
com mentally, declarer led the 
eight of diamonds and played 
the queen from his hand. When 
West produced the king, South 
conceded a one trick set. 
Declarer had subjected him* 
self to an unnecessary guess. 
By playing his cards in the 
correct order, he could have 
tried out both suits. After 
drawing trump, four rounds of 
hearts are played and a small 
club is dis ca rd ed f r o m 
dummy. Now a spade is led 
over to the king and a club 
returned, lf the ace is “ on­ 
side,” then the king of clubs 
will provide a parking place 
for dummy’s diamond loser. If 
it turns out that West has the 
ace of clubs, the diamond fi­ 
nesse can still be held rn re­ 
serve.

Tax Reduction 


W ill Request 
Study Of Proposal 


Municipalities of A lle g a n * 
County were asked to suppor; a 
proposal by the Mayor and City ^ 
Council of Cumberland for reduc- ™ 
tion of county taxes for properties 
located 
within 
their 
corporate 
limits at a meeting last night in 
the Council Chamber at City Hall. 


A discussion was held on county 
programs to which the municipal­ 
ities contribute but from which 
they receive no benefits. Included 
were planning and zoning, contri­ 
butions to volunteer fire com­ 
panies, the cost of the sheriff's 
office, Civil Defense, bounties, 
agricultural services, Upper Po­ 
tomac 
River 
Commission 
and 
highways. 
Also mentioned was the fact 
that Cumberland pays the entire 
cost of maintaining the Cumber­ 
land Municipal Airport, including 
its amortization costs. 
City officials said this amounts 
to double taxation for taxpayer* 
in municipalities in the county, 
since such taxpayers not only pay 
municipal taxes but also pay full 
county taxes. 
Following the discussion it was 
decided Mayor J. Edwin Keech 
will contact the County Commis­ 
sioners to arrange a meeting ta 
discuss the proposal.
